Within the p a s t few d ay s we 
have 
had 
evidence th a t these fe a r s were 
exaggerated. No m a tte r how gre at a 
sum one m an m ay g a th e r in 
liis 
lifetime, it is subject to distribution 
through n a tu ra l causes. The 
tinal 
dispersion of the fa m o u s 
Hopkins 
lo rtu n e is a ease in point. 
M a r k 
H opkins 
was 
a pioneer 
among American multi-millionaires. 
Through his p a r t in building the Un­ 
ion Pacific R alro ad he am asse d a 
fortune which w as estimated a t his 
d eath to he anyw here between $50,- 
000,000 and $300,000,000. The disin­ 
tegration of this sum began at once 
upon his death. The estate w a s 
d i­ 
vided am ong a num ber of relatives, 
the largest p art by f a r going to his 
widow. 
B efore her husband died 
Airs. 
Hopkins hud adopted the son of her j 
laufidjesB and 
11 ¿Lie a tied ^Lliat 
he 1 
was to be her heir. Subsequently she 
m arried the son of a New England j 
mill hand, E d w a rd F. Searles, whom j 
she had hired to decorate her home. 1 
When she died sin* left Searles 
her 
fortune, and the 
adopted 
son j 
Drought suit. The ease was in 
the 
courts fo r years, and was finally s e t ­ 
tled by Searles fo r $3,000,000. 
From then on Searles lived a life 
■apart. His closest associates were his 
secretary, A rth u r T. W alker, 
and 
an elevator boy, Angelo Milton Elli­ 
son, to whom he had taken a fancy. 
At his d ea th Searles left his f o r ­ 
tune, which had shrunk to $13,000,- 
000 
to his secretary. The elevator 
boy brought suit, and the estate was 
again tied up in the courts, this time 
for seven years. Walker finally won 
the s u i t . His death a few d a y s ago 
revealed, ac cordng to some estimates 
that the Hopkins fortune had 
d e ­ 
c re a s e d to $5,000,000, which will be 
distributed among a number of W al­ 
ker’s relatives and friends. T hus the 
colossal fortune which M a rk H o p ­ 


k i n s gathered has been 
dispersed, 
niict of it going to persons in m od­ 
erate circum stances who were in 110 
way related to him. 
Even more dram atic is the d isp er­ 
sion of the great fortune ot J. Ogden 
Armour. As receutlv as a decade ago 
Mr. A rm our was common believed to 
be worth $125,000,000, hut at 
his 
death a few months ago it appeared 
that 
what 
emained would not 
be 
sufficient to liquidate his debts. 
Apparently it is much more diffi­ 
cult to keep these vast fortunes t o ­ 
gether than it is to g ath er them, hard 
as that is.

Vanishing Wiltons 


Impressed with the common view 


that money always goes to money, 
economists have speculated on the 
vast fortunes of the day and 
some 


have declared that they will 
even- 


tually become a menace to the state. 
Within the past few days we have 
had evidence that these fears were 
exaggerated. No matter how great a 
Mini one man may gather in 
his 


h.ctime, it is subject to distribution 
through natural causes. The final 
dispersion of the famous 
Hopkins 


lortune is a case in point. 


Mark 
Hopkins was a pioneer 


among American multi-millionaires. 
Through his part in building the Un- 
ion Pacific ttalroad he amassed a 
fortune which was estimated at his 
death to be anywhere between $50,- 
000,000 and $300,000,000. The disin- 
tegration of this sum began at once 
upon his death. The estate was di- 
vided among a number of relatives, 
the largest part by far going to his 
widow. 


Before her husband died Mrs. 


Hopkins had adopted the son of her 
laujidj'ese ami ii4jjcat«ed ((that 
he 


was to be her heir. Subsequently she 
married the son of a New England 
mill haud, Edward F. Searles, whom 
she had hired to decorate her home. 
When she died she left Searles her 
fortune, and the 
adopted 
sou 


brought suit. The case was in 
the 


courts for years, and was dually set- 
tled by Searles for $3,000,000. 


From then on Searles lived a life 


•apart. His closest associates were his 
secretary, Arthur T. Walker, 
and 


an elevator boy, Angelo Milton Elli- 
son, to whom be had taken a fancy. 
At Ilis death Searles left his for- 
tune, which had shrunk to $13,000,- 
000 to his secretary. The elevator 
boy brought suit, and the estate was 
again tied up in the courts, this time 
for seven years. Walker finally won 
the suit. His death a few days ago 
revealed, accordug to some estimates 
that the Hopkins fortune had 
de- 


creased to .f5,()00,000, which will be 
distributed among a number of Wal- 
ker's relatives and friends. Thus the 
colossal fortune which Mark Hop- 
kins gathered has been 
dispersed, 


most of it going to persons in mod- 
erate circumstances who were in no 
way related to him. 


Even more dramatic is the disper- 


sion of the great fortune of J. Ogden 
Armour. As recently as a decade ago 
Mr. Armour was common beb'cvcd to 
be worth $125,000,000, but at 
his 


death a few mouths ago it appeared 
that what euiained would not 
be 


sufficient to liquidate his debts. 


Apparently it is much more diffi- 


cult to keep these vast fortunes to- 
gether than it is to gather them, hard 
as that is. 


Wall Street lias been cutting up
